SUBSPECT: Caenveresation with Mr. Allen W. Dulles regarding 
Surfacing of OXCART Type Aircraft 


i, On the evening of 26 Febxvuary I got in toueh with Mr. Dulles, 
at his home, for the purpose of scheduling an appointment with him 
on 27 February vo fill him tn on the projected surfacing of an 
OMCART type atreraft. As it turned out he said he wae unable to 
ate ae on 27 February because of a “heavy day at the Warren 
ierunission, * and suggested tastead that 1 go directly te hie house 
in Geesgetown that evening. 


¢, larrived at ais home at approzimately 19:15 p.m., aad 
showed him the then current projected press release which he read 
diligently ao leas than four times. He aaked me if my visit te him 
had been cleared with Mr. McCone, and I said that it had not been 
specifically cleared but that OSA had been given the job of ensuring 
a defensive posture among the community of OXCAART cleared peogle, 
of which he was, of course, a primary member. ir. Dulles said 
he was planning to leave for a cruise ia the Caribbean on a friend's 
yacht in the next day or se, and that he would be cemapletely out of 
touch, aad thas inacceaaible to the press following the Presideutial 
announcement. The tenor af hia geusral comments regarding the 
surfacing action could best be described ae ‘tentatively hopeful, but 
aot optimistic’ concerning the Agency ability te ride through this 
action either unscathed or with the OXCART project relatively intact.
